July 11th, 2018 


Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:00pm with 13 members 
present. Skipping introductions Don asked if there were any proposals 
for membership. Hearing none, Don then asked if everyone had read 
the minutes and if there were any proposed changes. Don said there 
was one correction; he’d forgotten to mention that Ed (K9OWAY) and 
Luan (KAQWAY) both help with the Bridge the Gap Run in Quincy. A 
motion to accept with changes was made by Dave (K9FHX) and 
seconded by Kenny (KEOKCQ). The motion carried. 
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Treasurer’s Report: 


Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s Report. Last month’s Ending 
Balance was $1,966.27, this month’s Ending Balance is $1,978.97, and 
the CD Balance is $1,328.60, making the Club’s Total Assets 
$3,307.57. A motion to accept the Treasurer’s Report was made by 
Cliff (KOCA) and seconded by John (NOJA). The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 


Verne (W5UYF) reported that there are no known or reported problems 
with either repeater. Discussion followed how the repeaters were set 
up to identify. 


Unfinished Business: 


Field Day was June 23" and 24". Don (KDOHHN) reported that band 
conditions were far less than ideal. Noise levels were bad on sideband, 
and the Club’s 735 had issues where it went into a scan mode, and the 
718 used for CW had issues communicating with the N1MM software. 
Cliff reported the total score was submitted and he can copy anyone 
that would like to see the score. He later pulled it up and the claim 
score was 1932 points with 950 bonus points for a total of 2882. It 
was down from previous years, but bad ban conditions were probably 
responsible. He also uploaded the QSO’s to Logbook of the World and 
within 24 hours we already had over 70 QSL’s. Don mentioned the lack 
of operators we had this year. The antennas worked fairly well, and 
Don commended the antenna installers Verne (W5UYF), Rob (KEODZ1), 
and Shane (KDOUUW) and the entire set up crew for a great job. 
Discussion followed about future plans for permanent antenna 
placement. Don is trying to set up a meeting with Luther Manor, the 
owner of the property behind the Ambulance District property, to see if 
we may put up some type of installation on their property. Several 
donations were mentioned including one of the Quincy club members 
donating some antenna sections, and trying to obtain some of Lew 
Gordon’s (K4VX) towers The Ambulance District will help to bury coax 
to the new permanent antennas. Dave (W9WE) mentioned the Quincy 
Club had a roll of LDF 4-50 coax that we may be able to purchase, and 
John (NOJA) has a rotator and control box for the Club as well TA33 
beam antenna. 
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Don mentioned that Bev Darr with the Courier Post did a great job 
covering the Field Day event. She had a very nice article on 
Hannibal.net, and it made the front page of the Courier Post.
